but what Sathan from the Begſnning has 
encourag'd; Viz. Tyranny, and Rapin 
Vices abhori'd both in Prince and People. 

2. And to prove this, ſee how it was 
carry'd on, not to redreſs the immediate 
Grievance they pretended to, tho*' that 
was incoherent and inconſiſtent 3 for in- 
deed they had no immediate View at all-— 
But all the Thing before them was Plun- 
der, Theft, aud Blood Murtherers 
and Robyers never before made a Mob to 
redreſs Grievances And here 
pray, let me give you a ſhort Story to 
which I am a living Witneſs In 
thezgreat Riling of the Mob at the late Re- 
volution, they came to demoliſh a Waſs- 
houſe, or rather Seminary of Popery. in 
an old Building, I think, they call'd Ber iey 
Houſe near St. Fohn's Street 
had afſaulted the Houſe with Stones, and 
Scaves, and fuch Tools as they had, but 
could not get the Doors open—— Some of 
the moſt forward call atoud for Crows or 
Sledges to ſplit open the Gates, away run 
2 Knot of Fellows down towards Cow- 
Croſs to find out a Smith's, and bringing 
aloog with them his great Hammers or 
Sledges, they foon got Enterance 
When they were broke in, and all Hands 
buſie to pull down and demoliſh, and as 
every one ſtrove to be foremoſt, it was not 
likely the Smith ſhould get his Tools again. 
Hey, Fack ſays one, Tom ſays another ; 
why Fack you Dog, take care of the Sledges; 
carry home the Sledges, ſays another z you 
Dog fays another, you won't rob the poor 
Smith ! Come here, let's carry home the 
poor Man's Sledges 3 away they go, a little 
Troop, leave their Spoil, and carry'd hume 
the poor Man all his Tools, every one, he 
did not loſe onez3 nay, two or three of 
them lug'd away @ great Hinge, with « 
Piece of the Gate hanging to it,. to. give 
the Smith. the Iron for the Uſe of the 


Sledges- 


Here the Mob'had a viſible End, and they 
purſu'd it withont aiming at any private 
Perſons Injury ; and tho* FE do: not juſtifie 
even that very Mob, yet ia Compariſon to 
this they are to be juſtify'd : Theſe, as their 
Mouths were full of Blaſphemy and Damna- 
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tion, fo their Hands were full of Violence 
and Blood ; as they pull'd down the Meet- 
inz-houſes, ſo they robb'd the Minifters 
Huules where they could, they ftole every 
Thing that was portable z and as they burnt 
the Pews, "uipi's, and Bible, ©c. (0 they 
would have 5urnc the Minifters, if they 
could h2ve fuunts tiem. 

Agair., their Aim 3t the BANK was a 
vitible Tefimouy Whither they rended ; 
re foubt, 7.14::9% the Bank was as much for 
the QUEEN, 25 demcliſtiog the Mecting- 
houſes was for the Church. But of this I

At preſent give m+ leave to ſpeak to 
thoſe Gentlemen, who amuſe the World 
with the new Notion, that ail this was tor 
the Defence of the Church, and that all 
theProſecution of Dr. SachevereP was agaiaft 
the Chuxch—— TI have often endeayour'd 
to convince this deluded People, that de- 
teQing the Crimes of the Clergy, and pu- 
niſhing them, is the true Intereſt and Safe- 
ty of the Church, 


I lately took the Boldneſs to talk to you 
of a Plot, and talk'd of my (elf as an Infor- 
mer againft the QUEEN. I am perſwaded,T 
have given her Majeſty no Offence in ic; 
but trouble not your ſelves about that, 
Gentlemen, Jl:ave That and Me to her Ma- 
jeſty's Mercy. But ſhall I turn the Tables 
upon Dr. Sacheverell and his Party, I mean 
that Party, who are angry at having juft 
Complaints made at the ſcandalous Vices of 
the Clergy. 

If her Majeſty is engag'd in Behalf of the 
Church of Exgl:nd in a deep and well laid 
Detign to weaken the Intereft of the Di/- 
ſenters=— AnG hat this Proje&, God ſpeed 
ber Majeſ:; in is, is to put the Bc, tne moſt 
Pious, Holy, Lz-arned, and Laborious Dj- 
vines that can be found, into Charges and 
Dignities in the Church, and none but ſuch, 
thereby to encour7ge Learning, Piety, Re- 
formation, and R:.i£cu- 

For God's Sake then, what Plot muſt you 
be all in ? Ton Gentlemen ef the High Church, 
that ſkreen, defend,” own, and protec a 
diflolute, prophane, looſe, ignorant, and 
DEBAUCH'D'CLERGY—and that wince 
and kick, as if touch'd in a ſore Place, 
when 


when theſe are ſtruck at —— Be ootangry, 
and if you are, expe& it ſhould be contenn'd, 
if you are told, you are in a Plot with the 
Devil, to expoſe R<eligion, and to pull 
down, if poſſible, the Church and Kingdom 
of Chriſt in the World ; and were it not 
that your Livery ſhews you ar- of another 
Family, one would think, you were in a 
Plot with thoſe you accuſe, to eftabliſh them 
and ruin the Church of England. 

[t is in vain to uſe Artifices to fix »be 
Danger of the Church upon any Party of 
Men io this- Nation, but your ſelves ; 
Error, Hereſie, Atheiſm, Deiſm, or Phan« 
riciſm, put all together, do not the Church 
ſo much Miſchief as Deviliſm ; VICE is the 
Hand maid to ZRROR, Crime uſhers in 
Atheiſm, and an imworal, prophane Clergy 
always fill'd the Church with prepoſterous 
Principles, and ever will do ſo. 

If the Clergy are not Moral, bow ſoould 
they be Orthedox.; if they regard not Man, 
how ſhould they fear God ;, if they are 
under »o Diſcipline, how ſhould they be 
regular ; and if falſe in PraRiſe, how ſhould 
they be ſound in Principle This makes 
honeſt Men abhor you, conſcientious Men 
forfake you, the weak take Offence at you, 
and the ftrong ſeparate from you 
And hence come Diſſenterr——— Here 
they began, by this they encreas'd, and 
by the Continuance of this they are very, 
much ſupported.
